He drew o ut $ 450 in cash and then 
asked fo r a draft to he drawn up fo r 
$ 450, payable to himself, 
lie then 
wro te a check fo r $ 3,000 and left it 
at the bank, saying it was to apply o n 
the price o f a farm he had bo ught 
and which was to be turned o ver 
•when the deed was made.

clared he had been in a real estate 
deal with J. W. Sherrick, o f Frank­ 
fo rt, Ind., who o wns a farm in Sco tt 
co unty.

After Manning had left the bank 
the assistant cashier became suspi­ 
cio us, and when the cashier returned 
lie to ld him abo ut the deal.

fo r $ 4,000 and learned that a draft 
bearing the same number as the o ne 
depo sited by Manning had been is­ 
sued, but it o nly called fo r $ 4.

Pittsburg, Aug. 2.— One of the most 
sensational crimes in the history of 
the country was uncovered here just 
before midnight last night, when the 
dead and almost nude bodies of Dr. 
Em ert C. Stewart, a leader of society, 
and that of Edna W allace, a beautiful 
woman of the lower world, were found 
lifeless in the palatial Stewart home­ 
stead, 5604 Penn avenue. 
There is ev­ 
ery evidence that the Wallace woman 
killed Dr. Stewart after a fearful strug­ 
gle and that she then turned the re­ 
volver on herself. 
The crime is sup­ 
posed to have been committed some 
time within the last three days. 
The evidence points to the fact that 
the Wallace woman, who was long a 
friend (t f the young society doctor, be­ 
came enraged when shown the wed­ 
ding garments of Dr. Stewart, who was 
to he married some time the coming 
week. 
His wedding suit, which was 
brought home from the tailor some 
weeks since, was torn almost to, rib­ 
bons in the room where the bodies lay. 
j the woman having evidently tried to 
j tear the clothes in her rage, and the 
I doctor in his effort to save the cloth- 
; ing and his own life had overturned 
and broken almost everything in the 
room. 
Edna W allace was proprietress of 
122 Lambert street, Pittsburg, a bagnio 
frequented only by the very rich men 
of Pittsburg or by those who have en­ 
tree to the homes of the rich. 
Dr. 
Stewart, who had entree to the best 
society and a leading clubman of the 
city, was the favorite nephew' of D. C. 
Stewart, a man of great wealth, who 
about one year since left Pittsburg for 
Virginia and turned the old Stewart 
mansion over to the rising young doc­ 
tor of thirty years. 
This made the 
standing of Dr. Stewrart certain among 
Pittsburg’s 400. 
The police assert that 
they have not the name of the young 
woman to whom Stewart was to have 
been married, but inmates of the W a l­ 
lace dive, taken in charge by the po­ 
lice, declare 
that Dr. Stewart, one 
week since, while visiting the woman, 
slapped her In the face when she men­ 
tioned the name of his intended wrife. 
“ I ’ll get you yet,” the Wallace wom­ 
an is alleged to have said to the doc­ 
tor, with whom she was madly in love. 
Some nights ago he returned to her 
place and they later motored away 
together, happy. 
It would seem that 
the pair w'ent directly to the Stewart 
mansion, which they entered to their 
death. 
The Wallace woman was very large 
and strong, while Dr. Stewart was slim 
and not the woman’s equal in battle. 
This may account for the fight which 
evidently took place before the woman 
killed him. 
Stewart was shot through 
the back of the head and through the 
back., Neither of the shots could have 
been self-inflicted. 
He had evidently 
fallen to 
the floor and from there 
placed on the bed by the woman, who 
then placed the revolver between her 
own eyes and pulled the trigger.
